I     I  The  information  given  by  you  is  not  sufficient  to  enable  us  to  make  an  effective  index  search. 

We  have  found  several  index  entries  for  soldiers  of  the  name  and  State  given  by  you.    To  distinguish 
between  these  entries  and  ascertain  which  one,  if  any,  is  for  the  man  in  whom  you  are  interested  would 
require  a  closer  study  of  the  records  than  we  are  able  to  make.    (See  paragraph  below.  )
